The Soviet Embassy has denied to the Yugoslav Communists the privilege of 
sending parcels to Yugoslavia throuzh Soviet facilities. The Soviet Enbassy 
has also ceased all cooperation with the Coordinating Commission for Ald ts 
Yugoslavia. 


In spite of the current disruption in the Yugoslav Communist celomy ite of- 
ficials are actively proceeding with their penetration of Argentine groups 
and non-political organizations which can eventually be used as front groiwos. 
Organizations which have been penetrated by Yugoslav and other Slav Conmurrist 
elements are Nueva Argentina, Club Cordero, and Universidad BeéhYlor de Urauisa
